On  February  14th,  the  Theatre 
Arts  and  Canadian  Lit.  classes 
took  a short  field  trip  to  Pet- 
rolia.  In  Petrolia  they  visisted 
the  Victoria  Playhouse  to  see 
NDWT  Co.'s  production  of  "Baldoon" 

The  play  Baldoon  is  a docudrama 
dealing  with,  of  all  things, 
witchcraft  and  exorcisms . What 
is  interesting  is  that  the  ev- 
ents portrayed  in  Baldoon  are 
based  on  actual  occurrences  that 
took  place  near  Wallaceburg, 
Ontario  in  the  19th  centry 
settlement  of  Baldoon.

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Mr.  Bryenton  was  horn  in  1912 
on  Cape  Breton  Island,  and  his 
first  teaching  position  was  in 
Prince  Edward  Island.  Then  in 
the  60' s he  became  a Sarnia  Board 
of  Education  trustee,  and  at  the 
same  time  was  established  at 
S.C.I.&  T.S. , by  1966.  Here- 
turned  to  the  Lambton  County 
Board  of  Education  as  a result 
of  the  past  election. 

Mr.  Bryenton 's  life  did  not 
always  include  teaching  though.

Although  we  may  have  thought 
of  Mr.  Bryenton  as  an  'easy  tea- 
cher, ' we  all  know  the  reason 
for  that.  We  were  all  the  other 
children  in  his  family,  and  he 
did  his  best  to  help  those  of  us 
who  found  it  hard  to  pass. 


About  two  months  ago,  SCITS 
received  a legal  letter  stating 
that  a scolarship  or  bursary 
will  be  granted  to  a graduating 
student  showing  proficiency 
and  promise  in  English.  The 
letter  was  a bit  puzzling  to 
all,  since  there  was  no  mention 
of  the  donor's  name  nor  the 
amount  of  money  involved. 

A second  letter  followed  in 
about  six  weeks;  this  time  the 
letter  was  a bit  more  precise.

The  lawyer's  letter  stated 
that  the  sum  involved  would  be 
for  five  hundred  dollars  which 
would  be  donated  to  Sarnia 
Collegiate  on  a yearly  basis.

I asked  him  in  what  manner 
the  choosing  of  the  elite  would 
be  carried  out.
